OTTO  SCHMIDT 

Born  in  Philadelphia,  August  9,  1876.      In  his 

early  childhood  days  the  talent  for  drawing  and 
sketching  predominated  very  strongly  and  every 
opportunity  was  taken  advantage  to  foster  this 
characteristic  feature.  This  training  became 
more  pronounced  at  the  public  school  where  he 
was  chosen  as  the  chief  decorator  of  the 
blackboards  on  feastive  and  social  occasions. 

While  attending  to  his  duties  at  the  public 
school  he  found  time  to  take  up  a  course  at  the 
Industrial  Art  School,  then  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Mr.  J.  Liberty  Todd.  In  1890  he  fin- 
ished the  course  assigned  and  received  his 
certificate. 

After  doing  very  distinguished  work  in  drawing  and  coloring, 
much  of  which  was  exhibited  at  expositions  in  various  cities,  he  entered 
the  Northeast  Manual  Training  School.  After  spending  three  years  at 
this  institution,  he  was  graduated  in  1894  with  the  highest  honors  in 
drawing,  painting,  architecture,  designing  and  wood  carving.  This  being 
the  case  he  was  awarded  the  scholarship  to  the  Pennsylania  Academy  of 
the  Fine  Arts.  It  was  at  the  Academy  that  the  foundation  for  his  life 
work  was  carefully  completed  and  solidified,  this  training  fitting  him  for 
the  stronger  and  more  important  duties  of  the  Art  world. 

On  leaving  the  Academy  he  began  his  Artistic  career  as  illustrating  for 
magazines  and  newspapers,  and  almost  immediately  became  connected 
with  the  Art  department  of  the  ••Philadelphia  North  American"  having 
done  the  initial  work  of  this  paper  under  the  new  management.  After  a 
stay  of  two  years  with  this  sheet  he  then  drew  for  the  ••Philadelphia 
Record".  "The  Evening  Telegraph",  -The  Evening  Bulletin",  and  is  at 
present  at  work  in  the  Art  department  of  the  "Philadelphia  Inquirer." 

.Mr.  Schmidt  i-  also  a  landscape  painter  of  talent  combined  with  a  feel- 
ing for  decoration.  Much  of  his  work  in  these  two  branches  has  been 
hung  in  various  exhibitions.

Alden  Peirs<  n  was  loin  in  Baltimore  in  1873. 
He  studied  art  first  at  the  Maryland  Institute  in 
1896  and  then  at  the  Charcoal  Club  in  1897,  but, 
npart  from  some  slight  fundamental  facts  re- 
(  uiied  at  these  places,  his  real  knowledge  is  de- 
rived from  a  remarkably  keen  observation  power, 
'ined  with  a  considerable  amount  of  actual 
manual  experience  obtained  while  he  was  art 
editor  of  the  southern  magazine  ••  Dixie."" 

Mr.  Peirson's  talent  i-  above  all  the  talent  of 
the  decorator,  and  even  wheu  he  has  essayed 
purely  commercial  subjects,  as  he  has  necessarily 
done  from  time  to  time,  the  touch  of  the  decora- 
tor has  iteen  ever  in  evidence  and  has  added  a 
saving  note  to  what  otherwise  would  have  been 
a  common-place  and  uninteresting  production  Mr.  Peirson"s  work. 
besides  bein»r  decorative,  contains  a  fantastic  and  imaginative  quality 
which  is  absolutely  personal  to  him.  and  in  no  way  reminds  one  of  any 
other  artist.  His  strong  individuality  is  likely  to  cause  him  to  be  much 
heard  of  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.  Whether  his  works  are  in 
color  or  in  black  and  white,  Mr.  Peirsou  has  the  faculty  —  so  common 
among  the  Japanese  but  so  rarely  found  among  the  artists  of  the  Caucasian 
races  —  of  spotting  his  spaces  agreeably.  They  are  never  either  empty  or 
over  crowded,  but  like  the  usual  Oriental  vases  or  faces,  in  no  matter 
which  position  one  turns  it.  are  sure  to  produce  a  purely  sensuous  satis- 
faction. This  feelimr  <»f  satisfaction  is  in  no  way  due  to  the  subject,  but 
is  entirely  owimr  to  the  nice  discrimination  shown  in  the  balance  of  the 
elaborated  and  vacant  spots.  Mr.  Peirson  has  been  equally  happy  in  his 
designs  for  book  and  magazine  covers,  posters,  and  in  his  illustrations, 
and  the  touch  of  the  rear  artist  i-  observable  in  all  the.  work  that  leave- 
his  hand.

FREDERICK   RENNET  KULZ 

To  say  that  Frederick  Bennet  Kulz  was 
horn  with  a  pencil  in  his  hand  would  be 
an  exaggerated  statement.  In  fact  an 
untruth.  At  the  same  time  it  would  con- 
vey more  clearly  than  any  other  line  the 
idea  that  Mr.  Kulz  was  brought  into  the 
world  with  an  inborn  talent  and  desire  to 
draw,  which  talent  he  has  fostered  and 
utilized  in  such  a  manner  that  today  he 
has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
linest  newspaper  artists  in  the  country. 
In  chalk  work  it  is  generally  admitted  that 
he  has  no  superiors, 

Mr.  Kulz  was  born  in  Providence  in 
1882,  and  attended  the  public  schools  of 
that  city.  He  was  a  good  scholar  but  his  love  for  sketching  during  study 
hours  frequently  kept  him  from  the  head  of  his  class. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  took  up  newspaper  work,  serving  his  appren- 
ticeship on  the  Providence  Telegram  where  he  had  the  good  fortune  to 
work  under  the  supervision  of  Loomis,  whose  chalk  plate  work  is  taken 
as  a  standard. 

In  .January,  1901,  Mr.  Kulz  left  the  Providence  Telegram  to  accept  a 
position  on  the  Worcester  Telegram  where  he  remained  until  November  of 
the  same  year  when  he  became  a  member  of  the  stall' of  the  Boston  Sun- 
day Post. 

Nearly  every  artist  has  a  special  line  of  work  which  lie  prefers  to 
others  and  Mr.  Kulz  is  no  exception.  His  hobbies  are  decorative  work 
and  portraiture  of  pretty  women.  In  the  exercising  of  these  hobbies  Mr. 
Knl/.  makes  use  not  only  of  the  pen  but  of  crayons  and  pastels,  in  the 
use  of  which  he  is  an  adept. 

In  style  and  composition  .sir.  Kulz  is  charmingly  original.  He  is  happy 
in  the  possession  of  the  faculty  of  adapting  for  his  own  use  the  best 
features  in  the  styles  of  other  artists  and  the  combination,  together  with 
a  technique,  perfected  by  constant  application  and  observation  produces  a 
result  that  is  pleasing  and  quite  original.
